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641—23.6 (105) Apprentice license. An apprentice licensed under Iowa Code chapter 105 shall adhere
to the following requirements, the violation of which may give rise to disciplinary action:

23.6(1) Working under supervision. An apprentice may only perform work covered under Iowa
Code chapter 105 under the supervision of a master or journeyperson.

23.6(2) Contractor. An apprentice shall not knowingly perform work covered under Iowa Code
chapter 105 for an unlicensed contractor.

23.6(3) Dual licensure as an apprentice prohibited. A licensee may not simultaneously possess
both an active apprentice license and an active specialty license.

This rule is intended to implement Iowa Code section 105.22.
